E. A. Fitzpatrick, secretary of the 
state board of education; 
"I aim 


not and will never be a candidate 
for election of state superindendent 
—nor have I a candidate. 
I shall 


certainly take no. part whatever in 
the coming election of a state su- 
perintendent. 


"I think the election matters very 


littl-e. In fact it is a r..atter of no 
importance • whatever. W'ho is state 
superintendent 
matters 
little. 


Changing the personnel of the of- 
fice will not remedy the fundamen- 
tal defect of our educational sys> 
tern. Educational reform and edu- 
cational progress is coming in an- 
other way. 


"I believe that the present system 


of the election of a State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, who is presum- 
ably a professional and not a poli- 
tical officer, is fundamentally wrong 
in principle. No educator of stand- 
ing in this country not holding such 
an office has said a good word for 
it. No text book on school admin- 
istration supports it, nor fails to 
recommend, where it exists, the se- 
lection by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, of the chief supervisory of- 
ficer of our comm-on schools on the 
same basis and in accordance with 
the same principle that the 
city 


school administration is organized. 
Every survey of a state educational 
system that has had this problem 
within its scope has recommended 
the change from an elective to an 
appointive educational sohpol officer. 
The state of Wisconsin will sooner 
or later abandon this office. 


"So far as I know no friend of 


mine will be a candidate for State 
Sruporintendent, and I should dis-

And what a narra- 
tive comes through each day,—what a story with its epitome of 
the happiness and sorrows of peoples strung from Ireland to 
China and from Seattle to the Yahara. 


Small wonder, then, that the newspaper worker becomes 


somewhat jaded and callous to the happenings of t'hc world. 
Snail wonder that he comes to take the stories of death and 
famine and fire and revolt as mere "news." 


Occasionally, however, a story "comes through" that 


touches the heartstrings of all. 


Yesterday the Associated Press sent out a little story from 


Ashland that was as full of pathos and "human interest" as 
any story that has come to our notice in many a day. It was a 
story that was worth "playing up." The story follows: 


"ASHLAND, \Vis.—When John Smith. 69-year-old recluse, 


sought admittance to the -Ashland county poor farm, he was 
told he coald enter but could not bring his dog. The dog had 
been his only companion for years. 


'•Late Wednesday Smith's body was found beside that of 


his dog in a lonely shack in the woods. 


"His hand still grasped the gun that had ended their lives." 
Our readers do not need to have embellished for them the 


picture of this old man saying that if the poorhouse wouldn't 
take his dog it would not take him, either. Does human devo- 
tion ever soar to greater heights than is shown in this story of 
the friendship between this eld reduse and his dumb but faith- 
ful friend.

can we consume all we produce on 
this basis? 
Since we receive only 


one cent a gallon for putting the 
water in the tank, how can we gei; 
enough money to empty it at two 
cents a gallon." 
"I am a philantliropist, not an 


economist," rejoined the controller 
of destinies; "by not buying what 
you need yon prevent the consump- 
tion of things on which you depend 
for your own life. When you stop 
consuming,' I stop producing, see,"' 


And he went to the federal judge 


to sue out an injunction to compel 
the people to drink more water, the 
price of which was then filed at 
three cents a gallon by the Railroad 
Commission. 


We cannot escape the conclusion 


that prosperity depends 
upon ex- 


travagance for its continuance. Fru- 
gality is .fatal.
